city has every reason to feel satis- 
ted with the record of the past 
y ear, and too much credit can not 
be given to the city counsellor for 
the able manner in which he has 
guarded and defended the city ’s in­ 
terests, 
Claims and suits aggre­ 
gating many thousands of dollars 
were filed against the city and y ou 
are all familiar with the manner in 
which they have been disposed of. 
The city has been victorious in 
every case and if the same energy 
and diligence had been practiced in 
former y ears in this department, 
the contingent account would have 
contributeii far less to the magni­ 
tude of the annual (deficits. 
The wooden sidewalks have been 
a prolific source of damage suits. 
A ll wooden sidewalks have been 
condemned and thrown out and in 
the future there will be few claims 
for damages on 
their account. 
While considering the contingtnt 
ex pense account, I wish to men 
tion the work of the board of 
health, who have bad to contend 
with two or three times as many 
cases of contagious diseases and 
have done so at much less than the 
usual ex tra ex pense of that depart­ 
ment. 
In the matter of the collection of 
the revenues of the city , it can be 
said that there is a smaller per 
cent of back tax es outstanding than 
for many a day . 
The license ques 
tion that has heretofore been an 
annoy ance and a good cause for 
complaint on the part of those who 
pay promptly has been solved by 
treating all alike and enforcing 
pay ment. 
I believe there is bu 
one license due and unpaid and he 
has entered an ^pearance in the 
police court. 
I wish, at this time, to call 
special attention to a matter that 
is of the greatest importance bot h to 
the tax pay ers of the city and to the 
city council, and that is the keep­ 
ing of its valuable papers and 
records 
An absence of sy stem 
and order in the vault of the city 
clerk has alway s been annoy ing 
and has often interferred with the 
dispatch of business and resulted 
in loss to the city and to indi­ 
viduals. 
All of the records have 
been carefully ex amined and classi­ 
fied and arranged so that they can 
be readily found when wanted. 
All of this work has been done at 
no additional ex pense to the city . 
The matter that is perhaps of the 
most vital importance to the city is 
its outstanding indebtedness, not 
only what has been contracted dur­ 
ing the past y ear which has not 
been paid, but the accummulation 
of many y ears, and which amounts 
to more than two hundred and 
ninety thousand dollars. 
Of this 
sum, there is $17 8 ,500 outstanding 
origini^l funding bonds, $25,000 of 
which is now redeemable. 
In the 
sinking fund set aside 
t ake up 
these bonds there is $ix ,4(^ first 
mortgage loans on real estate and a 
balance of cash in the fund suffi­ 
cient to call in the amount pay a* 
ble. 
When this redemption is 
consummated, there will be a prop­ 
osition which should be submitted 
to the tax pay ers and one whereby 
our 
interest pay ments 
may 
be 
largely reduced. 
There is at this 
time about |25,o<x > of water works 
and electric light warrants which 
bear seven per cent interest. These 
can be placed in the form of a part 
of our regular bonded indebtedness 
at a rate of interest not ex ceeding 
four per cent, thereby saving on 
this item $7 50 a y ear. 
We will also call y our attention 
to the fact that the city has out­ 
standing $52,000 in current reve­ 
nue bonds. 
$9 ,000 of these bear 
seven per cent interest and $43,- 
000 draw six per cent. 
These cur­ 
rent revenue bonds, 
17 ,000 of 
which were issued in 18 9 3, iio,o<x > 
in 18 9 7 , $10,000 in 18 9 8 and $15.- 
0(X> in 18 9 9 , should have been paid 
from the current revenue for gen­ 
eral ex pense of ihe y ears in which 
they were issued, but as they were 
not paid at that time, they have 
been left to us and succeeding 
councils as a “ sacred heritage.” 
While we may question the legal­ 
ity mi these bonds, we are in honor 
bound to consider them as a legal 
obligation, but it should not be 
considered the duty of the city to
